got it.” 
As simply as that, his career 
‘ launched in February of 1970. By 
1973, he had assumed the position 
of Director of Technical and Vo- 
cational Programs. 

“Back in 1970, the biggest deci- 
sion we had was whether to order 
manual or electrical typewriters 
for the business program,” he 
said with a smile. “We were unde- 
cided, and ordered half and half, 

‘that’s 50 manual and 50 electric 
typewriters.” 

Today, though, things have 
changed. Bazzinotti reflected, 
“Some of the most memorable 
events are the changes that have 
taken place in technology over 
the years. We started with a very 
fundamental and a basic trade 
school that’s evolved to things 
not only from your traditional 
machine shop, carpentry, and 
automotive programs to things 
like health services technicians, 
e.k.g, technicians, auto cad draft- 
ing programs, computer network- 
ing, and things like that. Comput- 
ers have completely taken over 
the traditional offices we remem- 


ber with typewriters and such.” 

The fast paced growth of tech- 
nology has been reflected in 
Bazzinotti’s duties as Director. 
He elaborated, “I make sure that 
what we do here is appropriate. I 
meet with advisors, people within 
the industry, and businesses 
within the local area to ensure 
and confer with them in finding 
out what the skills are to make 
sure that the training and 
instruction is up-to-date.” 

“For instance,” he continued, “if 
we didn’t do that on a regular 
basis, we'd still be teaching peo- 
ple how to make wagon wheels. 
We'd be making the best wagon 
wheels in the country, but 
nobody’s buying wagon wheels.” 

He further explained, “So to 
stay up to date, we have to stay in 
contact with industry and busi- 
ness to make sure that what we 
teach is up to date and that the 
equipment is up to date. I meet 
with those people at least twice a 
year. They might go into a shop, 
the automotive shop, for 
instance, and say ‘you shouldn’t 
be teaching that any more; we're 
looking for people who can do

We're placing in the 
90th percentile with our graduat- 
ing class. We have been for years. 
My job is to ensure that what we
